JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The P. and O. mail via Brindisi, and the Pacific mail via San 
Francisco, bring advices to the same date, the 7th August; the 
French mail from London, June 7, arrived out on the 24th, and 
the following P. and O. mail of June 14 on the 27th July. 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Mail and 
Japan Herald :— 


Several official changes have lately been made, Mutzu Mune- 
mitzu, Governor of Kanagawa, being appointed to the Finance 
Department, and Nakayama, Inspector of Customs, being trans- 
ferred to Kobe. The Vice-Governor here has been assigned to fill 
Mutzu’s post. 

A meeting was held on the 31st July, at the Chamber of Com- 
merce, for the purpose of organising a branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society. There were present the Rev. W. E. Syle, Admiral 
Shadwell, Messrs. E. Satow, W. H. Smith, E. Van Reed, C. B. 
Watson, Howell, Brooke, Lowder, Patow, Robertson, Walsh, Wilkin, 
Captain Arthur, and Dr. Hadlow; Mr. R. G. Watson, H.B.M.’s 
Charge d Affaires, presided, and in opening the proceedings said 
it might well'be considered a reproach to Japan that a Society 
which they had met to organise had as yet never been formed in 
this country. Every country in Europe possessed three or four 
societies of a similar learned nature ; foremostamong them, which 
stood out in honourable relief, was the Royal Asiatic Society of 
London. That Society was largely indebted to correspondents 
abroad. He knewof an affiliated Asiatic Society in India, es:ab- 
lished at Bombay, which had furnished much information to that 
of London. There was also a Society for China, whose head- 
quarters were at Shanghai, but at present Japan had none. It 
shouid be considered how little we know of this country, how 
much there is to learn of its laws and manners, its sciences, in- 
cluding ethnology, geography, and geology, and what a promis- 
ing field is opened up in Japan for inquiry. Such a Society would 
help to preserve records of the establishments of Japan which 
now were fast becoming obsolete, perpaps soon to be erased from 
the memory of mankind. Admiral Shadwell, who is a member 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, was present. The following rules, 
forming the constitution of the proposed Society, werethen read :— 
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I. The Asiatic Society of Japan has for its object to collect and pub- 
lish information of permanent value respecting Japan and parts adja- 
cent. II. Residents of Yokahoma may become members by payment 
of an annual subscription of $5 ; honorary and corresponding mem- 
bers by election, without payment. III. The officers are a president, 
two vice-presidents, a secretary, a librarian, and a curator. These 
officers, together with resident members chosen for the purpose, form 
the council of the society, by whom all its affairs are managed. IV. 
Meetings of the society are held monthly, or oftener, at the disoretion 
of «ha aanncil. V, This constitution may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members prescut at a regular meeting. 


These rules were adopted on the motion of Vice-Admiral Shad- 
well, and it was arranged that the society should communicate 
with the Royal Asiatic Society of London, with a view to its 
becoming the Japan branch of that institution. 


It is hardly a month since (says the sacl) that we spoke in 
very plain terms of the infamous character of the correspondence 
admitted into the Hiogo News under the head of Yokohama. The 
scoundrel who writes these letters—and whom, if we can track 
him, we will assuredly gibbet, name, nationality, profession, and 
all—has at last brought about precisely the kind of trouble his 
letters were calculated to produce. Exasperated by the insults 
levelled unmistakably at himself, Dr. Tryon, an officer of the 
United States Navy, a gentleman well and most favourably known 
to the residents of this port, went in company with Flax Lieu- 
tenant Emory, of the Colorado, to the office of the Hiogo News, 
and demanded an apology for the insults put upon him. <A form 
of apology was agreed upon by the respective parties, and the 
two officers left. But instead of this apology being published, 
an explanation was made in the paper, which was deemed insuf- 
ficient—as it was. The two gentlemen again went to the office 
of the Hiogo News, high words arose, and Dr. Tryon struck the 
representative of the paper—whoever he may have been. The 
inevitable consequences ensued; the matter comes before the 
American Consul, and, of course, eventually before the American 
Admiral. 


We are not (continues the Muzl) in the least surprised at the 
affair, however great ngs be the regrets it causes us. The let- 
ters of the anonymous Yokohama correspondent of the /iogo 
News ought never to have been published by any paper whatso- 
ever; they were scandalous and disgraceful, He | reflected the 

vest discredit upon those who permitted their publication. 
Ve trust the Admiral or the authorities at Washington will take 
@ common-sense view of the matter, reprimand the officers, and 
reinstate them. As to the cowardly rutfian from whom the cor- 
respondence emanates, the sooner sufficient tangible evidence of 
his identity comes out, the sooner his punishment will come. It 
is high time a stop was put to these things, which disgrace every 
foreign resident in this country. 

A meeting to receive the report of the commission elected to 
inquire into the management of the General Hospital duriog the 
past year was held on the 29th J uly. The report consisted mainly 
of a number of suggestions for the future management of the 
institution. 

An act of piracy is reported. Six armed men during the night 
attacked the European built but Japanese owned ship Honai 
Maru, lying off Kanagawa, and, after a short conflict with the 
crew, in which one was killed and several wounded, the pirates 
managed to possess themselves of the ship. They secured all the 
qaicables they could lay their hands upon, including a sum of 
$2,185, bound fast the crew, and escaped. 

The cause of Findlay, Richardson, and Co. v. Pitman and Co. 
was to have been heard on Aug. 2, the Chief Judge having, as 
already reported, given the plaintiffs the option of showing cause 
why the case recently heard before the Acting-Assistant Judge 
should not be appealed to Shanghai or reheard in part, or of de. 
clining to take any action. Mr. Davidson, who represented the 
plaintiffs, adopted the latter course. The Chief Judge will now 
consider the argument put in by Mr. Dickins on behalf of the de- 
fendants, and will render his decision on his return from Hako- 
date, whither he is going in the Jron Duke. 

Mr. Davis has brought his plans for watering the streets of this 
settlement into operation, and the community have had abun- 
dant opportunity of experiencing the grateful change he has 
brought about. Some decided action will have to be taken to pre- 
vent Mr. Davis losing money by his efforts. In the first place, he 
has laid out $500 for his carts, $250 for his pumps, and labour 
costs him $10a day. On the other hand, his receipts only amount 
to $240 a month, and thus he loses money on the employment of 
labour alone, to say nothing of the 8750 first cost of his material. 

On the 22nd July, at the Bluff Gardens. a pyrotechnic display 
took place with every success. Tho Gardens were fairly attended, 
and soon after the appointed time the display commenced—ser- 
pents, rockets, and a thousand other fireworks, whose names are 
unknown, being let off, and apparently giving very general satis- 
faction.

The weather has been seasonably warm. The general health of

The man Schnerr, who was recently brought before the Austro- 
Hungarian Court on a charge of robbery, is to be removed to 
Shanghai for trial. 

The buildings in connection with: tho new Custom-house are 
progressing satisfactorily. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Great Republic, with 
advices from Yokohama to the 21st August, arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 12th inst. The summary of news brought by this 
steamer as telegraphed to the New York press is unimportant, 
the only item of interest consisting of the statement that the 
Mikado has returned to Yedo. 








NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Nagasaki, Aug. 2 (viA San Francisco). 

Yesterday morning the French and English mails of the 7th 
ry eye June arrived by the Pacific mail steamer Mew York ; 
the latter in forty-four days from London. The mail leaving San 
Francisco on the 30th ultimo is not due here until the 3lst 
instant. Almost every steamer bringing the mails via Europe, 
and taking them va San Francisco, have had their due dates to 
arrive fixed for Sunday morning at daylight and their depart- 
ures fixed for midnight on the same day. The company have 
much to answer for on the charge of Sabbath-breaking, and I 
believe that if another company starts who will give their atten- 
tion to the avoiding of such inconvenient arrangements they will 
have the sympatbies and support of sbippers of cargo on their 
side. The public are getting very tired of the continual Sunday 
work, and are growling considerably, and I hear that the Rev. 
Henderson Burnside is endeavouring to get a memorial addressed 
to the agent here for transmission to headquarters, as the present 
state of things is the means of causing his church to be almost 
deserted. It would not matter in the least if people could see 
their way to prepare on the previous day, but this it is almost 
impossible to do before the receipt of the inward mail. To close 
all up on Saturday would suit everybody, and if the steamer came 
in on that day and left the same night it could make no difference 
to the company, whose vessels are often lying at Shanghai for 
several days. 

Since my last letter of the 15th inst. the chief event has been 
the visit of the Mikado, who landed here on Friday afternoon, the 
19th inst., at six o’clock, and left again on the Monday following 
at the same hour. His visit is regarded as one of very thar im- 
portance, owing to the sweeping changes it will assuredly bring 
about. The appearance of the Sovereign in a foreign suit of 
clothes has been too much for the native population, who, instead 
of regarding him as a heavenly being, and being awed by his pre- 
sence, have changed their views now that they find him to be but 
human. Of course rumours have been plentiful amongst a super- 
stitious and ignorant people like the Japanese lower class, and 
foreigners who are looked up to for information by the former 
have been treated to some of the wildest inventions imaginable. 
It is quite clear to everyone that so far as Nagasaki is concerned 
the Mikado’s spiritual reputation is irrecoverably gone, and that 
to secure the feclings of loyalty from his subjects it will be neces- 
sary to raise the minds of men to a.higher standard by educa- 
tional measures, by the diffusion of useful knowledge of every kind. 
I have even heard that foreigners are to be found who are of 
opinion that a great mistake has been made by his Majesty’s 
advisers in allowing him to appear as he did. When you hear of 
such expressions as these, and from those who are supposed to 
entertain progressive views, it leads one to suppose that Japanese 
stateamen are in advance of some of the Western folks. Nothing 
short of breaking down and destroying old prejudices will do any 
good for Japan. The people of the present generation require 
treating like children at first, as without being led they cannot 
be expected to do anything of their own accord after being ia 
the leading strings of a paternal Government so many years. Th, 
Nagasaki “xpress gives the following account of the Mikado’ 
movements during his stay here :— 8 

On Sunday morning, the 22nd July, as early as 7 a.m., his Majeaty 
paid a visit tothe Gon Rei of Nayasaki-ken at his official residence, 
and later in the morning the two Government works—the Akanora 
factory and the Patent Slip—were visited. At the latter the Japanese 
steamer Swatow was hauled on the gridiron in his presence. After this 
had been accomplished, he inspected the machinery, and had the work- 
ing of it explained to him, in which he appeared to take great interest. 
Mr, Blaikie, the manager of this establishment, and his assistante, 
Messrs. Gill and Douglas, were presented with a souvenir, which will no 
donbt be regarded by them as a pleasant reminiscence of his Majesty's 
visit. The site of the dry dock on tho other side of the harbour, where 
the work has been suspended for a long time, was not inspected, pro- 
bably as it is an undertaking existing only on paper. It was originally 
intended that a visit should be nade to the Custom-house, and to the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company’s office, but this was not carried out. 
We understand that his Majesty was desirous of exchanging messages 
with the principal crowned heads of Europe, but this it was found 
would occupy too much time. Iu the evening the harbour presented 
@ very pretty appearance; the Japanese fleet and several merchant 
steamers responded to the shore illuminations previously displayed. 
Every vessel had its bulwarks, &., covered with lanterns from stem (o 
stern, and their yards dressed in the same manner, The town and 
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suborbs were again illuminated, and fire-balloons were sent up. On 
the following morning, at six a.m., the Mikado left Ohata in his barge, 
and proceeded to the Rujo-kan, with a similar escort to what he had 
on landing, and embarked on board under the customary salute from 
the Russian corvette Vetiaz, the U.S.8. Monocacy, and Japanese 
vessels, and by eight o'clock the squadron had passed the point en route 
for Kumamoto, with the exception of the Kasugo kan, which did not 
leave until Wednesday. 

The temporary apartments occupled by his Majesty have been thrown 
open to visitors, and numbers have availed themselves of the permission 
given to make an inspection of them during the week. The native 
tradesmen who have supplied articles for his Majesty's use are proud of 
the honour conferred upon them, and will not be slow in turning it to 
account. “ Confectioner, &., to his Majesty,’’ will no doubt be inserted 
im their business announcements in a similar manner to that adopted in 
Europe. By command of the Mikado the Governor of Nagasaki has 
addreased a letter to the Consuls representing the Treaty Powers, re- 
questing them to thank their countrymen for the cordiality displayed. 

The illuminations which this community exhibited on the 
occasion of the Mikado’s visit were extremely successful, and, as 
these were the first which have been given to him, they are ren- 
dered of much greater interest than they would have been had 
they been simply a copy from some other place. This ie the 
second occasion on which Nagasaki has been first in the field in 
this line—the first heing when the Duke of Edinburgh paid a 
visit here. The next attempt ata similar display will be made 
when the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, who is expected here 
next month, arrives. 

Of general news there is not much to give. The case of 
‘¢PM 8S. Company v. Gribble” has been heard, but the verdict 
has not yet been given by Sir Edmund Hornby, who left by last 
steamer for Yokohama, from whence judgment is to be delivered. 
Another case, ‘“ Boeddinghaus, Dittiner and Oo. 9. Gribble,” as 
agents for Holt’s line of steamers, has been heard before Mr. 
Marcus Flowers in H.B.M.’s Provincial Court, and has resulted 
in a verdict for the defendants. The claim was for cargo deli- 
wered in bad condition, and part of which had been lost, owing to 
the cases being broken. 

Business has scarcely revived since the Mikado’s departure, 
but some extensive settlements of tobacco have been made, which 
it is believed are intended for London. Nebus are quoted 395 per 
$100. Exchange on London 4s. 8d. nominal. Freight to London 
nominal, as there is no vessel on the berth. 





CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Trentsin, July 30. 
The French corvette Linois arrived at Taku on the 22nd July 
with M. L, de Geoffroy and suite, and on their arrival the gunboat 
Couleune steamed alongside, and his Excellency was received by 
Mr. Dillon, French Consul. They proceeded at once to Tientsin, 
and arrived there on the evening of the 23rd. On the 25th his 
Excellency and suite, with his mounted escort, paid an official 
- visit to Li-Hung Chang, the Viceroy—the first time a Foreign 
Minister has gone to Tientsin with a fully mounted escort and 
staff; and no doubt the Viceroy was rather surprised to see 
such a contrast to the suite of other Foreign Ministers, which 
generally consists simply of an interpreter. Li-Hung Chang re- 
turned the Minister’s call on the 26th inst.; arriving with a mi- 
serable suite of a few Mandarins on ponies, and dirty followers. 
Mons. Geoffroy’s dignified tone and gentlemanly bearing rather sur- 
rised the Viceroy. In the cool of the evening Mons. Geoffroy 
rode into the city, attended by his suite, and visited the graves 
of those who were so cruelly massacred by the Chinese on the 
20th June, 1870, and was deeply affected at the sight before him. 
He also visited the Cathedra], which is to be restored by the 
Chinese Government. On Saturday, the 27th, Mons. Geoffroy 
left by boats for Tungchow, en roule to Peking. Lis escort 
was fully mounted, and. the boats left whilst the French gun- 
boat Couleune was firing a salute of fifteen guns. Mons. Dillon, 
the French Consul, Count de Kergamint, and other gentlemen 
on H.E.’s staff, with the mounted escort, left on the 29th by road, 
to await the arrival of Mons. Geoffroy at Tungchow, when the 
procession will be formed for Peking, and Mons. Geoffroy is ex- 
cted_to arrive at the French Legation on the Ist August. 
Whilst Mons. Geoffroy was at Tientsin a battery of Krupp’s steel 
gunsarrived per Shantung, costing the Chinese Government, they 
say, about $8,000 each gun; and Li-Hung Chang lost no time in 
sending them to the new forts between this and ‘Taku. A {urther 
lot of guns is shortly expected ; together with a supply of tor- 
pedoes lately arrived from England, by the steamer Cratgforth. 
Heavy rains have set in at this place. : 





SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 11th August. The P. 
and O. mail from London June 28 arrived out on the 7th August, 
the same steamer bringing the French mail of 21st June, which 
had been delayed by the accident to the Messageries Maritimes 
steamer Donnai The following summary of News is from the 
North China Herald and Shanghai Courier :— 
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M. Vignale, Consul-General for Italy, has resigned shé position 
of Senior Consul, which had fallen to him en the departure of 
Mr. G, F. Seward, United States Consul-‘teneral. During the 
few months for which he has held the position, M. Vignale has 
been indefatigable in his exertions to fulfil the duties devolving 
upon the senior in the consular body, in a way creditable to that 
influential corporation and advantageous to the foreign commu~ 
nity, both in its commercial and municipal relations with the 
Chinese authorities. M. Vignale leaves shortly for Japan, and 
Mr. Alabaster, H.B.M.’s Acting-Consul, has been appointed Oon- 
sular Delegate, to act in the name of the Scnior Oousul. 

The bulk of the Grey Shirtings settled during the week have 
been mildewed. It is matter for surprise, and, we may add, no 
little regret, that our Ohamber of Oommerce does not give this 
evil some consideration. It is surely widespread and serious 
enough to call for some remonstrance. We know that it js alto- 
gether vain for individuals to seek redress in Manchester. for, 
by some mysterious process, unknown to us and to the majority 
of China merchants, the damaged specimens (bales and pieces 
selected by disinterested surveyors, and packed in tin lined cases) 
forwarded to Manchester have turned out cleaner and sounder 
than when they were originally despatched from the warehouses, 
and Manchester men have hitherto repudiated all responsibility 
in consequence, Would it not be worth while to have the ques- 
tion of liability triedin a court of law at home? We believe every 
member of our Chamber of Commerce would heartily endorse any 
action the committee might see fit to take in this respect. Mil- 
dews are now the rule, and even the very best makes are no ~ 
longer free from the imputation.

lans, the Tramways Company should at the forthcoming meet- 
ing only ask for permission to lay a single line of rails from the 
Soochow Creek end of the Fuhkien-road to the Yang-king-pang 
Creek. The sanction of the French Municipal Council for con- 
tinuing the line to the North gate of the city will be afterwards 
sought for. 

The new light at Woosung was shown for the first time on 
August 1. The new illuminated apparatus is a dioptric one of 
the fourth order, showing a fixed light over three-fourths of the 
circle, while the light of the remaining fourth is utilized by means 
of a reflector of silvered copper, which throws it across the en- 
trance to the Woosung River. A white light is seen over the 
navigable channel, on each side of which a red light only is 
visible. There is but one lamp, in the centre of the apparatus, 
the colouring being effected by means of screens of ruby glass. 
The light consists of five lens rings in the centre, with as many 

risms placed over, and three under it; these collect the rays of 
Fight diverging from tho flame and throw them out towards the 
horizon. ‘The lamp, which burns kerosine, is of peculiar form, 
to suit the apparatus. A lightning conductor of copper wire 
rope extends from the blocking deep into the soil at the base of 
the tower, where it is attached to a sheet of copper placed in a 
pit filled with charcoal. The tower is 48 feet high, square on the 
exterior, but round in the interior, with a spiral staircase of 
68 steps. Bricks have been chiefly used in its construction, but 
the door facings, stairs, and top course are of stone from Ningpo. 
Mr. Hart, Inspector-Gencral of Customs, has taken his de- 
parture for the North, accompanied by Mr. Henderson, Chief 
Lights’ Engineer, in the steamer Jeihoo, in conjunction with whom 
he will make a tour of inspection of the lights existing, in 
progress, or projected, for the guidance of navigation on the 
northern coasts and islands of China. The tour will occupy about 
a month, after which Mr. Hart will proceed to Peking, where he 
will arrive in time to see the transmission of proper documents to 
ensure the long-deferred and much-bungled opening of Hainan, 
which is semi-officially announced to take place early in October. 
An action likely to attract considerable public attention has been 
commenced in H.B.M.’s Supreme Court on the suit of Mr. James 
L. Brown, barrister-at-law, and formerly a member of the Im- 
perial Maritime Customs Service, against Mr. Hart. Mr. Brown 
claims something like Tis, 7,000 for survoys, plans, estimates, 
superintendence, &c., in connection with certain lighthouses, har- 
bour works and improvements in navigation at Ningpo, Fooehow, 
and Canton, and for recommendations as to the clearing of harbour 
approscies by steam dredges—for some of which works Mr. Brown 
claims the merit of being the first of their kind in China. 

At the Mixed Court, on the 7th August, a case was heard 
which may prove of some public interest. The captain and 
owners of the Fuhle steam-tug, through Mr. J. 8. Baron, agent, 
handed over to the Court some 1,500 Foochow poles, the cargo, 
more or less, of a junk from Foochow to Canpu, which the 2’ 
found in a state of distress near the light-ship, and brought safely 
into port. The object of placing the lumber in the custody of 
the Court was in order that it might adjudicate on the same, so 
as to secure to the Fuhle the reward claimed per agreement for 
salvage services. Mr. J. L. Brown appeared on behalf of the 
captain, with the view of resisting the claim of the Fusle to 
salvage, on the ground that she rendered only the customary 
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services of a tug steamer. After hearing the pleadings at some 
bar toe the Court reserved judgment. : : 

e English mail last received has taken only thirty-eight days 
and fifteen hours io transit from London. From a few notes 
of the voyage of the Hindostan as far as Aden, we find that 
in one day’s steaming she did 336 miles, or fourteen knots an 
hour. If the P. and 0. Company’s new boats go on like this, we 
may count on a material shortening of the tedious voyage to and 
from England. . 

The last of the road steamer has been shipped by the Sin 
Nanzing for Tientsin. As the machinery had to be taken rather 
minutely to pieces, however, to facilitate shipment, it will be 
some time before it can be put together again, but we may hope 
to hear in a month or two that this interesting innovator has at 
last developed into a thing of life and action. 

Mr. Burge R. Lewis, the United States Consul-elect for Hainan, 
has arrived here on a visit, to recruit his health, which has been 
seriously impaired by the discomforts and privations to which he 
was exposed during a visit he made to Kiungchow, to make pre- 
liminary arrangements for his consulate. The voyage back to 
Hong Kong, in a native junk, occupied eight days of most unwhole- 
some weather. 

The rebuilding of the British Consulate has reached the pitch 
of the eaves, aud the massive roof-trees are being prepared to 
cover it in. 

By an Imperial edict of the 8th July, the father of the Empress 
elect was raised to a dukedom of the third rank, while the mother 
was raised to a ladyship of the first degree, with all the honours 
of a duchess. 


NINGPO. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ninepo, Jury 23, 1872. 

The summer through which we are now passing, and the 
strength of which was broken; we hope, two days ago by a thunder- 
storm of unusual severity, has been remarkable for its late ar- 
rival, and its fierce heat when once upon us. There was no real 
summer heat till June 30, though we had many hot days in 
April; but from June 30 till July 21, with little cessation, 
the heat by night as well as by day has been very great. In some 
foreign houses the thermometer has touched 100 deg.; and in 
none did it fail to rise above 90 deg. for three weeks in succes- 
sion. The heat of summer and the sleeplessness caused thereby 
are supposed by some persons to excite the otherwise apathetic 
Chinese to thoughts of violence if not to deeds of blood. Certain 
it is that not only the Tientsin massacre, but also the numerous 
kidnapping excitements and assaults on mission or mercantile 

remises Five taken place chiefly in the summer. The Chinese, 

ike the Athenians, having an eager appetite for news, are driven 
in the sultry summer nights and under the full moon to invent in- 
telligence and concoct rumours, and now that the “ long-haired ” 
are extinguished the most fertile topic is, of course, the ‘ red- 
-haired.” I notice, therefore, with thankfulness the remarkable 
freedom from rumour and excitement amongst the people durin 
this remarkably trying summer. Earlier in the year the word 
was passed from mouth to mouth amongst the city and country 
people that the foreigners’ prestige was gone in Ningpo, and that 
we should soon be driven out, but nothing has yet occurred in 
fulfilment of the reports. 

I trust this repose is not a lull beforea storm, There must be, 
one would hope, some sincere friendly feeling at head quarters to 
account for this quiet below. The Imperial marriage in October, 
however, and the Audience Question, more weary and protracted, 
though more direct than the Indirect Claims, make one some- 
what anxious for the future. One longs for a little of the more 
positive policy of Japan. Either honestly persecute or honest] 
tolerate Christianity. Either say to foreigners be good enoug! 
to clear out, or cease muttering such sentiments in secret ; and 
open the gates of the Empire wide to mercantile and philan- 
thropic enterprise. I confess that when reading the extract from 
Tard Elgin‘s correspondence [ tremble for England’s future in 
China. Have overbearing conduct, injustice, harshness and mean- 
ness, stained too often our past career in dealing with this Empire ; 
and must not the retribution come? One turns with some com- 
fort to the list of philanthropic efforts for the good of the Chinese 
given by your correspondent, “ E. W.S.,” from Shanghai. Ningpo 
and other open ports and cities of the Empire could add to that 
list ; and one ventures on the hope that those “troublesome 
people,” the missionaries, to whom your correspondent alludes, 
“ always getting themselves and others into trouble,” will yet be 
found to have averted trouble from their fellow countrymen. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to 17th Aug. ; the French mail 
from London Sth July arrived out on the 11th August. The 
following items of intelligence are taken from the Overland China 
Mail :— 

The half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation was held on the 14th August, Mr. T. Pyke 
presiding. The chairman having read the report—which was 
published in our last issue—said that he would draw the attention 
of shareholders to one item in the accounts. As most present 
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knew, the Bank was interested in the sugar refinery at East 
Point. To meet any possible liability the directors had deemed 
it prudent to set aside a sufficient sum in this connection to place 
the accounts of the Bank on a satisfactory footing. The report 
was then carried unanimously, as was also a motion that Messrs. 
Forbes and Lemann be confirmed as directors, and the meeting 
separated. ; 

A meeting of the China Sea, Saigon, and Straits Steamship 
Company was held the same day. The statement of the working 
of the company for the half year ending 31st December, 1871, 
was not satisfactory, inasmuch as only $1,192.54 appeared at the 
credit of the working account, and, after appropriating $400 to 
the compensation of themselves and the auditors, the directors 
recommended the balance to be carried forward to the next ac- 
count. The report was adopted. 

The following is the report of the Hong Kong and Whampoa 
Dock Company, for the six months ended 30th June, to be pre- 
sented at the meeting of shareholders, to be held on the 20th 
August :— 

The Docks have been well employed during the six months under re- 
view. Thesum of $25,000.00 has been written off, as recommended in last 
report, The gross earnings of the company for the six months amount to 
$834,278.79, on which there is a net profit of $59,715.75. The debt 
due to the estate of John Lamont in the last report stood at $70,100.00, 
and within the last half year $45,000.00 has been paid off, (incladiog 
the $30,000.00 mentioned in last report), thus leaving the debt at 
$25,000.00. The directors recommend that a dividend at the rate of 3 
per cent. for the half year be paid, together with $6,000.00 to contribat- 
ing shareholders, The amount available for distribution, including 
$1,680.32 brought forward from last half year, is $61,396.07, which Is 
distributed thus :—Dividend 3 per cent. for the half year, $30,000.00; 
to contributing shareholders, $6,000.00 ; directors’ fees, $2,500.00; au- 
ditors’ fees, $250.00; total, $38,050.00, leaving $22,646.07. And the 
directors also recommend to write off for depreciation a sum of 
$20,617.84, leaving a balance to be carried to new account of 
$2,028.73. 

Mr. Keswick having left the colony, the board have filled the vacancy 
by electing Hon. Mr. Whittall as chairman, The board have appointed 
Mr. A. F. Chambers as auditor, in place of Mr. James Hart, and this 
appointment will have to be confirmed by the sharehulders. 

The Austrian Consul-General has received a telegram from his 
Government authorising him to charter a steamer, or arrange for 
steam freight, for all articles intended for the Vienna Exhibition. 
This will allow intending exhibitors to send home their articles 
free of charge, and will doubtless add considerably to the induce- 
ments before held out. Nearly all the ports are contributing 
more or less fully, Shanghai and Canton, as is natural, offering 
the best field wherein to obtain suitable objects. The arrange- 
ments for transit will, we understand, be completed in two or 
three months. 

The steamer Sunshine went on shore on a reef three miles west 
of Breaker Point at daylight of 12th August, during thick 
weather. The fore compartment is full of water, and it is said 
that the stern swings clear of the reef. Fortunately she has but 
little cargo on board. The steamer Awangtung arrived at the 
scene of the wreck on the 13th, and left again for the purpose of 
getting assistance, 

The Chinese procession is fixed to come off on the 20th August, 
but the Ta Chiu ceremony ,exhibition) will be opened on the 
19th at West Point. We learn that the amount of subscription 
is verging on $16,000. The two largest subscribers are the Fook 
Mow Loong and Hung Foong Hongs, each contributing $373, and 
we understand that lots were cast to determine which of che two 
should appear at the head of the list of subscribers. The pro- 
cession will parade the streets for three days, but the exhibition 
will be kept up for five days and nights, 

The Pier and Godown Company laid down a screw mooring on 
the west side of the new pier on 12th Aug. As the permanent 
buoy is not ready, the chain will be buoyed by a small buoy for 
the present. The company have also one screw buoy moored in 
its place off the east side of the new pier. 

A large “peep show ” is now open in one of the rooms below 
the new Chinese Theatre. It contains views of several of the 
battle-fields in the late Franco-German war, and includes portraits 
of Napoleon III. and two or three French generals, The Chinese 
appear to patronise the show somewhat extensively, 

The notorious character Lee Ayee, who was sentenced last year 
to seven years’ penal servitude and three whippings for robbery 
with violeace, has made a desperate attack on Mr. Alfred Grey, 
warden of the gaol. This he did striking him a heavy blow with 
his fist on the back of the head. Lee Ayee was the same man who 
attacked Dr. Kane, and who subsequently attempted to throw In- 
spector Grey over a precipice. The matter was reported to the 
Governor, and Lee Ayee was sentenced to receive;thirty-six strokes 
of the lash. 

A daring attack has been made upon angopium shop at Fatshan 
by an armed party of five men, who threatened the inmates should 
they raise any alarm. ‘They succeeded in plunderingSmoney and 
property to the value of over $800. 

he circumstances of the duel between the Spanish Consul, M. 
Checa and the ex-Peruvian Consul at Macao have been investi- 
gated at the Police-court. M. Checa has been committed for trial 
at the Criminal Sessions, on a charge of conspiracy with others to 
take away human-life. 

The share and general brokers held a meeting on the 12th 
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August, and drew up a resolution adverse to the proposed Ordi- 
nance. 

A temple has been burned at Canton, involving an estimated 
loss of $40,000. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hona Kona, Aug. 16, 1872. 

Since I last wrote the most important topic of political interest 
—of which, by the way, you will see no mention in the northern 
papers, though the China Mail publishes it as authentic—is the 
renouncement by Germany of her treaty with China. You will 
doubtless be able to ascertain full particulars from authentic 
sources at home, so I shall not risk carrying coal to Newcastle by 

iving you our crude ideas out here. If, as I believe, the news 

true, it will have an important effect on Chinese policy. 

Locally the chief subject of interest is the committal of Senor 
Checa, Consul for Spain at this port, for trial at the next criminal 
sessions on a charge of conspiracy with others not in custody to at- 
tempt to take human life. The Acting French Consul, who acted for 
his notorious opponent—fancy an affair of honour with a convicted 
murderer, for convicted Torre Bueno was, and sentenced, morevver, 
to fourteen years’ incarceration, though the Macao council, com- 
posed of men who are supposed to be above bribery, quashed the 
conviction—was put in the witness-box and literally “ bounced ” 
out of his evidence. However, you will find all that in the papers. 
Mr. Whitall, much to the indignation of a good many, who don’t 
see why councillorship should be hereditary in the East Point firm, 
hag taken Mr. Keswick’s place as M.L.C., at least he has been sworn 
in since my last—and signalised his first appearance by a furious 
onslaught upon the Pier Company, which at a distance of a mile 
has dared to project an obstruction remotely affecting East Point 
waters. Sir Arthur Kennedy is much liked, but is rather too pro- 
Chinese, not quite understanding that there are not above six 
Chinese in Hong Kong who would be deemed eligible visiting 
friends by a mandarin’s runner. The conduct of the Chinese 
Hospital is just at present being strongly discussed. According 
to the statements made in defence of the Government, Sir R. Mac. 
donnell gave it $115,000, to encourage the native system of dirt, in- 
humanity, and gross ignorance. Others maintain that, though 
the medical treatment of the patients was left to Chinese discre- 
tion, what may be termed “‘the surgery of common sense’ was to 
be insisted on—that is, that though no patients could be obliged 
to submit to operations or take our medicine, clean bandages and 
sensible general treatment was to be insisted on under the super- 
vision of the Colonial surgeon. My private impression is that the 
common sense party will carry their point of insuring either 
proper treatment or the withdrawal of the grant. It is a pity 
that we cannot get at Sir R. Macdonell’s intention. If he sees 
the London and China Telegraph with thia letter he might per- 
haps be induced to let us know what it was. 

Who is to be the China champion in Parliament now that 
Colonel Sykes is dead? We want some one badly. The blockade 
— still aggravates the mercantile mind, and nothing but 

mperial interferenee will settle it. The question put in a familiar 
way is “If you live in a bottle has anyone a right to station 
himself in the neck and levy tolls on everything passing?” The 
idea of conceding to a Power whom we are afraid to trust in mat- 
ters regarding a few dollars—vide exterritoriality clause in the 
Treaty—full sovereign rights in her own waters is intensely ab- 
surd, and would be amusing if it did not hamper our trade. Sir 
Arthur nye he cannot go beyond his instructions from home, but 
frankly acknowledges that another war with China is almost in- 
evitable before things will get straightened out properly. 

Our local debating pen} has proved a great success. 
eight members have enrolled themselves, and more promise to 
come. The amateur philharmonic now numbers twenty-four 
volunteer instrumentalists, but the society is not yet constituted. 

The Great Northern Telegraph has broken down again. There 
is a mystery about that cable. Some say it was tampered with 
on the way out ; others say that, owing to neglect in not keeping 
the cable-tanks full of water, the insulating material got softened 
and injured. At all events it is constantly breaking down. We 
want opposition lines here badly; there is plenty of work for 
them, and if the shareholders would be content to pay expenses 
for a couple of years, a reliable line would yield a handsome divi- 
dend in a few years.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings dates from this port to the 25th 
August ; the French mail, with London advices to the 19th July, 
arrived out on the 19th, and the following P. and O. mail of July 
26 on the 24th August. The following summary of news is from 
the Straits Times :— > 

The business transacted by the Legislative Council has not been 
of a very interesting character, though one or two matters of im- 
portance were brought forward. There have been three meetings, 
viz., on the 16th, 20th, and 22nd Aug. Several Bills have been 
passed, among them being the Steam Vessels Bills, a Bill to 
amend the law relating to the Transportation of Prison- 
ers, and a Bill to amend the Penal Code. Several other 
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Bills have been brought in and passed their second read- 
ing, notable among them being a Bill to make perpetual 
the preservation of the Peace Ordinance, and another to 
eerpetuate the Dangerous Societies Ordinance. The former ordi- 
nance has been the subject of hot debate ia times past, but it has 
been persisted in by Government as a necessity. Whether the 
making such a law perpetual will be permitted by the Secretary 
of State remains to be seen. The Dangerous Societies Suppres- 
sion’Ordinance, as it is called, is believed by many to bea most 
useless piece of legislation, and the desirability of making it a 
permanent statute may be doubted. At the meeting on the 20th, 
the Hon. Dr. Little called the attention of Government to the 
manner in which the Colonial medical officers carried out 
the provisions of an Order in Council of 1870 regarding infec- 
tious diseases, and also inquired regarding the quality of rice 
supplied to patients at the Pauper Hospital. At the next meet- 
ing, on the22ad, H.E. the Governor said] :uffi sient carehad not been 
taken in carrying out the provisions of the Order, but that the 
matter would now be remedied, and with regard to the rice sup- 
plied to the paupers in the hospital, the Colonial Secretary said 
he hadjfound it to be very good, but,to have been badly cooked. 
Who is to blame for this does not transpire in the official minutes. 
It is to be feared that the hospitals need a little sharper super. 
vision. 

At last the Contagious Diseases Ordinance is to be put into 
force, though, as preliminary measure, it is only put into opera- 
tion in the north division of the town. It comes into operation 
on the 1st Sept. It is hoped that the ordinance, as it exists here, 
will exert a very beneficial influence. 

The Sporting Club have issued the programme for the autumn 
races, which are to extend over three days, commencing on the 
30th September. As there are a number of horses in training, 
very good sport is anticipated. 

From Klang and Salangore we hear very conflicting reports 
concerning the progress of the contending parties. At one time 
it asserted that Tunku dia Oodin has been actually driven out of 
the territory, and at another we hear that Mahdie and his fol- 
lowers are getting the worst of it. The truth, so far as we can 
ascertain, is that Tunku dia Oodin is holdin; his ground, and 
hopes to be able to restore order in a short time. The police have 
made several seizures of arms and gunpowder, believed to have 
been destined for Mahdie’s forces. Some people think that H.¥L8. 
Zebra,‘at present idle in harbour, might repeat the Rinaldo’s visit to 
Salangore river last year, with a beneficial influence on the cause 
of order and peace.

Yoxouama.—The demand had been inactive throughout tho interval. 
A moderate business bad been done in Grey Shirtings at reduced fi- 
gures. Yarns had declined in value, especially Nos, 16 to 24, of which 
large supplies had come to hand, causing a great depression in the mar- 
ket; a moderate demand had been made for Taffachelass at unaltered 
rates. Blankets had attracted some attention, and a few parcels had 
changed hands; other Woollens remained quiet. Small sales of T-

SHANGHAI.—The Piece Goods market had been quiet, and a slight 
decline in the price of 8} Ibs.

BONDED WAREHOUSES. 

ConsIDERABLE surprise has recently been felt and expressed 
in China that no steps have been taken by the Inspector-Ge- 
neral of Customs towards establishing bonded warehouses at 
those ports on the coast where they are most urgently required. 
This delay is the more astonishing since the Chinese Govern. 
ment, in reply to the representations and memorials of the 
British merchants in China, has expressed itself willing to 
sanction their introduction, and went so far as to agree to 
the insertion of a rule in Sir RurHERrorRD Atcocx’s Conven- 
tion which provided that “at such of the Treaty Ports as 
** may be expedient, bonded warehonses will be established, 
‘* and regulations for their working will be drawn up by the 
** Tnspector-General of Customs, and the Superintendent at 
“ the port concerned.” To the advantages of thissystem the 
merchants in China are fully alive, and we can therefore only 
suppose that the delay which has arisen in its adoption has 
been due to unwillingness on the part of the Custom-house 
authorities to co-operate with them. This supposition receives 
some colour from a remark made by Mr. Hart at a 
meeting of the Mixed Commission appointed by the English 
and Chinese Governments to confer on points of in- 
ternational interest, with a view to the revision of the 
treaty, to the effect that “the rate of duties is so low 
“in China that few merchauts, if any, would take advan- 
“ tage of the bonded system if inaugurated.” To this indi- 
vidual opinion of Mr. Harr we would oppose the earnest 
desire for the establishment of such warehouses repeatedly ad- 
vanced by some of the leading mercantile communitiesin China, 
and which found expression in the Rule of the ALcoc« 
Convention above-referred to. No one will dany the great 
ability which Mr. Harr has very generally shown in dealing 
with international mercantile questions ; but he will make 
a great mistake if on this point he any longer allows his own 

private opinion to outweigh the expressed conviction of those 
who are far better able to judge of the advantages of the 
bonded system than he can possibly be. 








A Banquet has been given by the Lord Mayor of London 
in honour of the visit of the Japanese Embassy. The pro- 
ceedings are fully noticed in another column, The Ambas- 
sadors will proceed to Liverpool this day, and remain until 
the 4th proximo, and during their stay they will attend 
dinners to be given by the Mayor and by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the town. Several of the junior members of 
the Embassy are engaged in inspecting the tin mines of 
Cornwall. 


THe case of the Messageries Maritimes against the Suez 
Canal Company has been concluded in Paris, but the judg- 
ment will not be given for a fortnight. The case was heard 
before the Tribunal of Commerce, and Judge DaauiIn was 
President, assisted by Judges Szaurer and Bovi.ter.

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THE CHINA CONSULAR SERVICE. 

WE need offer no apology for again recurring to the sab- 
ject of the inadequacy of the pay of the Consular officers in 
China, since even the recent Parliamentary Committee has 
gone 80 far as to admit that the salary of the juniors is in- 
sufficient to defray the expenses which must necessarily be in- 
curred by them. Unfortunately the recommendation which ac- 
companied this admission, namely, that someallowanceshould 
be madeto those at that time holding appointmentsas Student 
Interpreters, has not been adopted, and no hope of any in- 
crease of pay has been held out to the eight young gentle- 
men who have lately been appointed to the service, and who 
have thus begun their official career with the comforting as- 
surnace that they will not be able to live upon their pay. 
Such a state of things should vot be allowed to exist for an 
hour. In no other branch of the public service is there such a 
marked and acknowledged inequality between the work per- 
formed and thepayreceived. Lowasare the salaries of Govern- 
ment clerks in England they are yet adequate for the supply 
of the necessaries of life, and even ensigns in Her Masgsty’s 
Regiments of Foot have been known to live upon their pay, 
but here are men who are compelled to exchange the com- 
forts and congenial climate of their native Jand for the un- 
healthy ports of China, where fevers, dysentery, cholera, and 
the uncertain temper of the natives severally produce a de- 
pressing effect on the chances of their enjoying a long lease 
of life, and they are told they must either “borrow, 
beg, or steal” an annual sum to supplement their official 
income, or they must look forward to a career fruitful 
of debts and embarrassments. It cannot be argued 
that the natare of Consular duties is of so agreeable a cha- 
racter as to make their performance a pleasure, for it is 
well known that the work which falls to the portion of, at 
least, the juniors in a Consular office is little short of the 
dreariest drudgery, nor can it be said that the position en- 
joyed by the officials is of so elevated a kind as to form any 
recompense for their toil and labour. No, it is merely a 
question of giving a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s work. 
It is no light thing to accept banishment, for the greatest 
part of one’s life, from home and friends, and to work hard 
day after day in a climate that taxes the powers both of the 
mind and body to the utmost, and in common justice men 
who make this sacrifice and incur the numerous risks inci- 
dent to life in China, deserve to be treated liberally by the 
country whose cause they serve. 

The line of conduct pursued by the Foreign-office in 
making the appointments above-referred to is somewhat 
inexplicable. The evidence given before the Committee 
by Sir Harry Parkes, Sir RuTHERFoORD ALcock, and others 
well qualified to give opinions, tended to show that the 
Consular duties in China might be efficiently performed by a 
smaller staff of officials than are at present employed ; and 
it was suggested that this alteration might best be effected 
by reducing the number of Student Interpreters at Peking to 
six. Had this advice been followed the saving effected in 
numbers would have enabled the Government to increase 
the scale of pay throughout the Service without adding a 
single penny to the estimates. But the bare idea of 
giving an increase of pay, however small, appears to be 
abhorrent to our present rulers, and, rather than per- 
form this act of justice to men who well deserve every 
consideration, they, in the teeth of the most weighty 
evidence, have appointed eight Student Interpreters to 
swell the ranks of those at present studying at Peking, and 
eventually to add to the crush in a service which is already 
confessedly overmanned. In the multiplicity of interests 
near home which daily attract the attention of the English 
public, it is but too natural that the righteous claims of its 
servants in the Far East should be either overlooked or for- 
gotten ; but we are sure that a few moments’ reflection on 
the present condition of the Consular officers in China would 
be sufficient to convince any unprejudiced person that to 
grant them the benefit of an increased scale of pay would be 
nothing more than is both just and reasonable. 


SECOND-CLASS PASSAGES, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Srr,—During, and some time anterior to, the Franco-Prussian 
war extensive alterations were made in the fleot of the Message- 
ties Maritimes, with reference to an improved second-class ac- 
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commodation. There are now three classes instead of two, as 
formerly. The third corresponds with the P. and O. second, the 
passengers sleeping in a common room, and not being allowed the 
use of the quarter-deck. But it is the second-class of which I 
would speak. This is really now nothing but a slightly inferior 
first, the passengers being allowed full use of the quarter-deck, 
the same as the first-class. The hours of meals are the same, and 
the cabins are so arranged as to be all on one deck, indeed, they 
are only a continuation of the first-class berths. The second-class 
cabins are limited in number, and contain four berths each ; 
the size both of berths, cabins and ports are exactly the same as 
the first, as also are the cabin fittings, and the linen is served as 
freely to one as to the other. The attendance is also similar. At 
every meal a sufficient number of French (not Chinese) gargons 
are ever ready to satisfy the wants of the passengers. Tea and 
coffee are served at six a.M. At 9.30 a.m. and five P.M. respec- 
tively, breakfast and dinners are served, the same as first-class, 
An unlimited allowance of good, sound claret, is placed on the 
table at both these meals, which may be exchanged for Bass’s ale 
for those who give the preference to the Anglican beverage. 
Sherry and other wines must be paid for extra, and are not free, 
as in the first-class. The only material differences are, that no 
regular tiffin is served to the second-class passengers at noon, and 
perhaps taking their health into consideration, this is an advan- 
tage rather than otherwise. Also that icea and a few luxuries 
(not necessaries) are not so frequently placed on the table as in 
the first class. The second-class saloon is situate in the forward 

rt of the ship, and is therefore somewhat cvoler than aft. Itis 
amply fitted with punkahs and deck lights. The second- 
olass have the use of bath rooms, &c., in common with the first. 
tea is served at eight o’clock ; but in the second no liquors are 
placed on the table at nine ; these of course can be procured by 
purchase. Brandy is served only with coffee, after breakfast and 
dinner. It is obvious, therefore, that second-class accommoda- 
tion is such that no gentleman need be ashamed to travel by it. 
It is not considered inconsistent with a gentleman’s position to 
travel second-class in railway carriages, because in the railway 
arrangements there is nothing offensive or objectionable to gentle- 
men. And now that the French mail service have organised so 
convenient, economical, and comfortable a system, which cannot 
but be acceptable to persons of limited incomes, or it may be 
growing families, the arguments advanced in favour of second- 
class railway carriages hold good with regard to ocean travelling. 
Indeed, in the steamers of the Messageries Maritimes there is no- 
thing common, nasty, repulsive, or in any way objectionable in the 
second-class accommodation. The only real hindrance to travelling 
in this cheaper manner is that it is second class. There are many 
persons, especially Englishmen, who would, perhaps, shun & se- 
cond-class traveller, whose only social deficiency may be that, in 
order to cut his coat according to his cloth, he is seeking to save 
i the fares respectively from Shanghai being Tis. 314 and 

8. 234. 


I have ventured on these remarks knowing that a really trust- 
worthy and inexpensive means of transit must be a great boon to 
many young men whose incomes are by no means too much for 
their requirements, and when health and happiness so much de- 
pend on an occasional trip home. Moreover, few persons care to 
trust themselves on regular traders and occasional steamers, 
which, as far as carrying capacity goes, perhaps, leave 
nothing to be desired; but there their good qualities may 
be said to terminate ; the greater speed, more roomy ac- 
commodation, better trained staff of stewards, &c., in the 
French mail service help to make the voyage so much more com- 
fortable than even the first-class accommodation in steamers which 
have been rather severely, but truthfully, denominated “ cargo 
boats.” These latter vessels are not unfrequently detained some 
time in port while their agents are fishing for cargo; and when 
a very tempting bait is offered—say, for instance, five hundred 
pilgrims from Singapore—remonstrance is vain, and the unfortnate 
passengers have only to grin and bear it ; and it may not be out 
of place to remark that the ports of the “cargo boats” are 
sometimes fixed so as not to open outside ; hence the cabin is ven- 
tilated from the saloon, and in the best of steamers they are little 
better than “ bulls eyes,” while on the Ava, Meikong, and Petho, 
and other French mail steamers, the ports are something like 
eighteen inches by eighteen. Of course those who can afford 
first-class had better travel by the means that offered the best 
accommodation and greater social advantages; but we are 
not all quite as rich as we should like to be, and my re- 
marks are written in the hope that when that great, and 
to many persons, important, question is raised—“ How shall 
I go home?” if their fortunes are small, and their respectabi- 
lity and love of comfort great, they cannot do better than go by 
the route I have referred to in this letter. Meanwhile, it is to 
be hoped that other lines of steamers will follow the example of 
the Messageries Maritimes, and that an universal second class 
may be organised, wherein there may be no fear of gentlemen 
travelling by it being mixed up with servants, sailors, prisoners, 
and objectionable pee generally. Such, indeed, never occurs 
on the French mail boats, all servants messing and sleeping with 
the third-class or some part in the lower regions of the steamer, 
and never come in contact with, or are rarely seen by, the second-

THE PANTHAY EMBASSY. 


(THE TIMES). 

The announcement that the Panthays had sent an Embaasy to this 
country conveys little definite information to the English mind, and 
our readers have probably been at a loss to understand how this com- 
munication between a semi-barbarous Asiatic tribe and the English 
Government can have become, as we were lately reminded, a subject 
of serious controversy in India. Our correspondent at Calcutta has 
dwelt upon the importance of our relations with the Panthays. It 
must be borne in mind that the Panthay Envoys have to encounter in 
this country a very formidable rivairy in the Burmese Embassy, the 
magnificence of which must throw into the shade the less splendid 
representatives of the Panthay Power.* We have no desire what- 
ever to undervalue the worth of the Burmese alliance, or to cast 
doubts upon its stability; but while showing all hospitality to 
the Envoys from the Court of Ava, it would certainly be un- 
wise to neglect the friendly overtures of the sturdy Moslems who 
have thrown off the Chinese yoke. For many yeara the re-open- 
ing of the South-Western trade with China by one of the two rontes 
through Burmah which have been in part surveyed has excited the 
hopes of the mercantile classes in England. From time to time we 
hear that a certain pressure has been exerted upon the Indian Govern- 
ment to induce the adoption of more vigorous efforts for the develop- 
ment of this almost extinct trade. The expectations upon which 
these praiseworthy endeavours are based may prove, we fear, in the 
main illosory: but we do not think the India-office would be well ad- 
vised in throwing away this opportunity, which may not again occur, 
of making friends with the Panthay Government. That the King of 
Burmah, an Asiatic despot and a Buddhist devotee, should feel jealous 
of the young, audacious, self-reliant Moslem Power which has grown 
up on his frontiers is only natural, and it sppeers to be suspected in 
India that one of the objects aimed at by the Burmese Embassy at 
present accredited to the English Court was a circumvention of the 
Panthay Envoys who were expected about the same time to make 
friendly overtures to England. With every wish to be courteous to 
the Envoys of the King of Barmah, we must be careful—not leas care- 
ful than we should be in European politics—to hold the balance even 
between them and their rivals. We must remember that while the 
Burmese Government has frequently been hostile to England and 
generally obstructive of English trading enterprise, the Panthays, so 
far as we have known them, have been frank and friendly, glad to 
welcome the harbingers of English commerce, and ready to aid its 
progress within the straightened limits of their power. 

Scarcely a dozen yeara have eiapsed since we learnt, In an imper- 
fect and roundabout fashion, the story of the Panthay war of inde- 
pendence. The Chinese Empire is, or was, divided into eighteen 
provinces, of which the one lying at the extreme South-East on the 
frontier of Burmah was known as Yunnan. This region had for 
many centuries been peopled by an energetic and independent Mos- 
lem population, derived, according to tradition, not from strayed and 
scanty emigrants across the Central Asian plateau, but from the 
direct importation of Arab auxiliaries, sent in the eighth ceavary. by 
one of the Abbasside Caliphs to the aid of a Chinese Emperor. This 
Mahomedan community at all events has had no connection, traditional 
or immediate, with the strongholds of Islam in Western Turkestan, 
and it is unlikely to have been moved in any degree by the wave of the 
Wahabee Revival which has produced resulta so remarkable in Arabia 
or India. The rise, indeed, of the Panthays seems to be traceable not 
so much to the religious enthusiasm of the people as to the patent and 
growing weakness of the Imperial authority in China combined 
with the outrageous and iucreasing tyranny of the local Governments. 
No doubt, the temporary auccess of the Taeping rebels gave the Pan- 
thays in 1855 an opportunity of revolt for which they had long been 
waiting. The occasion arose out of some cruelties practised by the 
Chinese officials upon the Panthay workmen in the silver mines of 
Yunnan. The miners rose and massacred their masters, and the 
flame of insurrection spread rapidly throngh the entire province. 
The struggle against the Chinese was obscure, prolonged, and fluc- 
tuating, but gradually the Panthays succeeded in establishing an in- 
dependent Mahomedan Government in the city of Talafu. Hostilities 
still continue on the frontiers of Yunnan between their guerilla bands 
and the Chinese forces ; but it is scarcely within the bounde of possi- 
bility that the feeble Government at Peking will at any time succeed 
in re-establishing its authority over the now independent Panthays. 

This chapter of history, it may be said, exhibits the Panthays as a 
very remarkable nation, but it does not show why England. has a 
apecial interest in cultivating the friendship of a new, isolated, and as 
yet uncivilized Power. The Panthay dominion in Yunnan is shut 
out from direct intercourse with European civilisation on the West by 
the jealous Buddhist despotism of Burmah, and on the East by the 
dogged resistance of China to the advances of trade. Yet the Pan- 
thays form a link, and a very important link, in a chain of interna- 
tional traffic which it may one day be in our power, as it will always be 
for our interest, to weld together. The trade between the hundreds 
of millions of Chinese and the manufacturing industries of Europe 
ought, some time or other, to find a more direct course than it now 
finds through the few open ports on the Eastern and Southern 
Coasts of China. But, in addition to this, the export trade 
from China to Further and Hither India might become an im- 
mensely important traffic conducted mainly by English agencies. Be- 
fore the insurrection of the Panthays in 1855 a considerable trade, 
valued at half a million sterling annually, was carried on between 
Burmah and China, and the Panthays themselves were among the 
most eager participators in this traffic. Bhamo, a town situated upon 
the Irrawaddy, near the North-Eastern frontier of Burmah, became 
the entrepot of this trade. But when the Panthays revolted from the 
Chinese rule, the stream of traffic from China to Burmah was stopped 
at once, and from the internecine character of the struggle between 
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the Chinese and the Panthavys it is to be feared that the circulation of 
commerce upon this line will not be easily renewed, This considera- 
tion affurds some reason for doubting whether the schemes for eatah- 
lishing a regular line of trading connection with Yunnan are likely 
to result in any substantial advantage either to English commerce or to 
the welfare of ourIndian dominions. It is very easy to talk of the re-open- 
ing of the trade with Western Ciina; but, were we even to overcome the 
jealousy of Burmah and the natural difficulties of a country still in 
part unexplored, we have little ground for hoping that, either by 
Captain Sladen’s route up the Irrawaddy to Bhamo, or by the wilder 
project of a railway to the Panthay frontier, we should, in effect, 
tap,” as the Manchester merchants assert, the trade of China at all. 
We should merely, as it seems, open up traffic with the Panthays, 
whose dominion in Yunnan is now as completely separated from the 
Chinese Empire as it is possible for two contiguous countries to be. 
We ought, therefore, to be cautious before committing ourselves to 
any of those ambitious projects of commercial advance by the costly 
conquests of the railway and the telegraph to which Manchester is so 
apxious to pledge the Indian Government. At the same time this is 
no reason for declining to make friends with the Panthays. The com- 
mercial possibilities of overland traffic between India and China are 
almost boundlessly magnificent, and some day or other the break-up 
of the Chinese Empire, or the separation from it of the South-Western 
Provinces, may realise what is now accounted by statesmen a vision of 
Utopia. 














EDUCATION IN CHINA. 
(WEEKLY REVIEW.) . 

Some notice of the educational movement in contemplation by the 
Chinese Government will be interesting to our readers. The Chinese 
Government, it appears, has appropriated over £200,000 to carry it 
out. The purpose is to take one hundred and fifty youths to the 

’ United States for their education. They are to go in companies of 
thirty during each of five successive yeara, and to remain there for 
fifteen yeara. The purpose, therefore, would appear to be to make 
them thorough scholars in all Western learning. The youths are 
selected of the ages of twelve to fifteen at the time of their 
selection. As they go at an early age, they are to be accom- 
panied by a staff of Chinese teachers, who will instruct them 
in their own language, literature, and philosophy, while pur- 
suing their study of Western language and science. The whole 
echeme has been planned and worked out by Mr. Yung Wing, 
a Chinese gentleman, who graduated at Yale College, United 
States, with distinction in 1356. He studied English in the Morrison 
Education Society and School. The principal of that school was the 
Rev. S. R. Brown, D.D., now of the Dutch Reformed Mission in 
Japan. When Mr. Brown returned to America in 1846 he took three 
young men with him. One named Wong Aghing returned after some 
three years’ absence, and he bas long been the ethcient superintendent 
of the large mission press of the Lundon Mission Presa at Hong Kong, 
and sustains the character of a worthy Christian man. A second one 
after spending some three or four years in the United States went to 
Edinburgh, and graduated with honour in medicine at the University of 
Edinburgh, and Dr. Wong Fun is now the resident physician to the 
foreign community at Canton. He also renders Dr. Kerr efficient 
assistance in his large hospital there. The third was Mr. Yung Wing, 
who, after years of laborious and paiustaking effort, has succceded in 
inducing China to take this advanced step in the way of training a corps 
of educated men for its service. 

It is admitted by all that now, since China has taken her place 
among the nations of the earth, she greatly needs men of her own 
country with a thorough education in Western language and science 
to carry on the international intercourse that this new position re- 
quires of her. With a view to mect that pressing want, as well as 
other needs, she has established the University at Peking, to instruct 
Chinese studonte in the knowledge of European languages and 
sciences, which is under the presidency of the Rev. W. A. P. Martin 
D.D., Li. D.; and to prepare a ataff of men with still higher attain. 
ments she proposes to send off to the United States these one hundred 
and fifty youths for a course of atudy extending over a period of 
fifteen years. No one interested in the progress of his fellow-men 
can regard this movement with indifference. Mr. Yung Wing will 
accompany the first company of thirty this summer, and after their 
arrival he will arrange for their studying, and then leave them there 
under the particular care of their iastructors in Chinese and of 
Mr. Lai Sin. This gentleman received his education in English in 
the United States, having gone home to America with the Kev. Dr. 
Morrison from Singapore. As he is to remain in America in charge 
of these students for so long a time, he takes his family with him. 
His wife was educated by the late Miss Aldersey, who did so much 
for female education at Ningpo. Two of their daughters have quite 
a good education, having been to England. It is said that Wong 
Shing, of Hong Kong, will go over to America in charge of the second 
company of thirty next year. It will be obvious to everyone that the 
first tour years of their arrival will be spent in acquiring the rudiments 
of the Knglish language and the common branches of education 
before they can ever enter an academy to study for college. Then 
allowing six years for their preparatory and college course, it will 
leave five years after graduation at some college to study some pro- 
fession of medicine or law, aud some specialty in science and art or 
diplomacy, or international law. :

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THE LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET TO THE JAPANESE

On Tuesday last, the 24th inat., the Lord Mayor, Sir Sills John 
Gibbons, and the Lady Mayoress, entertained the principal ciscabers 
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of the Japanese Embassy at dinner in the Egyptian Hall of the Man- 
sion-house. The company included the Ambassador Extraordinary 
[waknra:; the Associate Ambassadora Extraordinary Kido, Privy 
Councillor; Okubo, Ito, and Yamagutsi, the First, Second, and Third 
Secretaries ; Soogiwoora, Foreign Department; and the Japanese 
Minister in London (Terashima Munenori). In attendance upon the 
Embassy were Sir Harry Parkes, General Alexander, C.B., and Mr, 
W.G. Aston. Among the other guests were Alderman Sir Benjamin 
Phillips, Mr. Broadwater (the Upper Warden), and Mr. Deputy Mal- 
colm (the Rent Warden) of the Fruiterers’ Company, with the mem- 
bers of the Court of Assistants; Mr. Deputy Heath, the chairman, 
and the membera of the General Purposes Committee of the Corpo- 
ration; Mr. Under-Sheriff Beard, Mr. Deputy Fry, Mr. Deputy 
Elliott, Mr. ex-Sherift (Cotterell, Mr. Deputy Banister, Mr. Deputy 
Barnes, Mr. J. Whittaker Ellis, Mr. Bedford, chairman of the City 
Commissioners of Sewers; Mr. E. W. Cooke, R.A., and others. The 
band of the Coldstream Guards was in attendance. 

The Ambassador Extraordinary occupied a seat at dinner immedi- 
ately on the right of the Lord Mayor, and the rest of the Japanese 
gues!s, cight or ten in number, on his Excellency’s right, each accord- 
ing to his rank. On the removal of the cloth, the choir chanted the 
Grace from the Laudi Spiritual’, The Lord Mayor and the Lady 
Mayoress then drank to the guests ina loving cup, according to custom. 
The usual loyal and constitutional toasts were afterwards duly honoured. 
The Lord Mayor, in proposing the toast of the evening, said he was 
sure the remarks he was about to make would be kindly received by 
the whole company. The English nation, he said, had been always 
distinguished for its desire to obtain information relating to remote 
regions of the world, A long time had elapsed since we first attempted 
to get a knowledge of Japan. Fortunately, we had men associated 
with missions in China who were afterward. asked to take part in ine 
vestigations in relation to the Japanese islands, and who so well per- 
formed the duties a:signed them and so ingratiated themselves with 
the inhabitants with whom they came in contact, that we now atood 
on a far better footing in regard to Japanthan to China, which we knew 
140 yearsago. He was not going to say anything of a laudatory charac- 
ter in reference to the Japancse people; but he would venture to say this 
—pointing to the Japancse Ambassador on hisright—that thecitizensof 
London hailed with very great delight the advent of his Excellency in 
this country. He hoped that all his countrymen to whom an oppor- 
tunity had been afforded had received them in the cordial manner in 
which they deserved to be reccived. He had paid most marked atten- 
tion to everything that had occurred in Japan during the last three 
or four years, and he could only say, in common with most people 
probably who had interested themselves in the subject, that the ad- 
vancement which had been made by the Japanese people in that time 
was perfectly surprising. They were, first of all, entirely unselfish, 
secing that all the great men in the country had abandoned privi- 
leges, power, and revenue, and had given in their adhesion to a syatem 
of Government more consonant, as they believed, with the existing 
state of things in that enormonsly populated country. He had as his 
guest that evening the Ambassador Extraordinary from Japan—a man 
of great intelligence, as he was given to understand, and his Excel- 
lency was accompanied by those who were well able to assist him in 
making reports in his own country as to the way in which Government 
was conducted here. His Excellency might be assured that we were well 
disposed to find every facility in our power to encourage trade between 
his country and ours. The works of art, especially, and the pro- 
ducts of Japan had been long and highly appreciated and admired in 
England, and it was a circumstance affording him great satisfaction 
that he had been the first Lord Mayor who had ever had the hononr to 
welcome an ambassador from Japan in the city of London. He now 
begged to offer to his Excellency ‘‘ the right hand of fellowship,” and 
to assure him, as he might well do, that when he returned to his own 
country he might safely assure the Japanese people that we would be 
always disposed to deal righteously with them. The intercourse ought 
to be perfectly reciprocal, and they and we might be convinced that 
the more intimate the acquaintance the greater would be the prospe- 
rity of the two countries. He had the greatest pleasure in proposing 
the health of the Japanese Ambassador, and in expressing to his Ex- 
cellency his belief that in the city of London, and among the English 
community generally, there was an earneat desire to cultivate good 
offices with his country. He trusted his Excellency would be enabled 
to form right opinions of the English people during his stay, and that 
they and we would be friends for ages to come. 

The Ambassador, through Mr. Aston, expressed his high sense of 
the complimentary and flattering address delivered by the Right Hon. 
the Lord Mayor, and of the good will which hia Lordship had evinced 
towards his country, adding that those expressions of amity would be 
the moat welcome tokens he could take home to his Sovereign. His 
countrymen at the same time would no doubt be highly gratified with 
their splendid reception in the City of London. 

Some other toasts appropriate to the occasion followed, the Ambaa- 
eador proposing the health of the Lady Mayoress. 


THE BURNING OF THE “ AMERICA.” 

It will be remembered that a short time since telegrams were received 
reporting the destruction by fire of the Pacific mail steamer A meriea. 
With reference to that announcement a New York commercial news- 
paper says :—The Pacific Mail Steamship Company, on account of ad- 
vices received from partics whom it has reason to believe reliable, en~ 
tertuins scrious doubts regarding the authenticity of the telegram 
received from its agent at Yokohama, Japan, reporting the loss of the 
steamer America, together with the carge and treasure, and is disposed 
to regard the whole affuir as a canard, conceived and executed by un- 
scrupulous parties for the purpose of * bearing” stock. Of course the 
destruction of a steamer which is valued at more than $1,000,000 must 
seriously affect the valuc of the stock of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, and that the report of its burning did depress it is evident in 
the sudden fall of more than four per cent. 90 soon as the company 
received the telegram, which it had reason to suppose was from its 
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agent, it immediately telagraphed in every direction whence it was sup- 
posed Information could be obtuined, but it has been unable to obtain 
confirmatory despatches, and the conviction is rapidly becoming fixed 
in the minds of the directors that the telegram was a hoax. No con- 
firmatory information has heen received by the company or its agents, 
or at the office of the Lloyds, nor have the shippers of freight received 
advices from any of their agents, nor have any telegrams been received 
by friends of passengers on board, who would naturally spare no time 
nor effort to inform their relatives and friends at home of their safety 
{n such a disaster as that reported had occurred to the steamer. The 
company, therefore, lias been inclined to doubt the authenticity of the 
telegram, althoagh the despatch waa received in the cipher supposed to 
be known only to itself and agents. 





Darantors oy Misstonabies To Carva.—A meeting for the pur- 
e of bidding farewell to several missionaries of the English Pres- 
yterian Church who are about to proceed to China has been held in 
St. George’s Presbyterian Church,’ Liverpool. The missionariea are 
Dr. Gauld, who returns as a medical missionary to Swatow ; the Rev. 
Robert Gordon, who goes for the first time to Amoy; and the Rev. 
John Kirkwood, who will be stationed at Penang. The Rev. R. H. 
Landie presided, and after prayer by the Rev. Dr. V. M. White, 
Mr. Lunilie addressed the meeting, aud entreated the prayers of the 
congregation on behalf of their missionary brethren. The Rev. Dr. 
Carstairs Douglas, the senior Chinese missionary—who is at the present 
time on leave in England, and engaged in compiling a Chinese dictionary 
in Roman letter, a work eniruated to him by the Amoy missionaries gener- 
ally—delivered a short address, and Dr. Gauld then gave asketch of his 
miasionary experience. The scene of hia labours, he said, was at one 
time peculiar for the barbarism and savage character of its people, 
and when he first commenced to work there was scarcely a city where 
the miseionary could freely enter. Now every town was open to them, 
and they could freely go in and out. A great change had come over 
the people. The missionaries were no longer looked upon as enemies 
—as spies secking the injury of the country and its inhabitanta—but 
as their truest friends. ‘Ten years ago the mission had scarcely thirty 
converts, and only two or three stations in 8 district comprising 120 
miles of coast and penetrating forty miles inlend. Now it had 300 
converts and thirteen mission stations. Mr. Gordon also addressed 
the meeting, and Mr. T. Matheson, who spoke briefly, announced that 
the missionaries would be accompanied by ajChinese boy who had 
been converted to Christianity.

Monetary wd Commercial, 


The autumn meeting of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
has been held at Southampton, under the presidency of Mr, 
Sampson Lloyd, of Birmingham, who explained that the associa.. 
tion had determined to hold this conference in order to prepare 
the way for the discussion of subjects requiring legislation in the 
coming session. Among other matters decided was the proposal 
to memorialise Government in favour of the introduction of the 
Merchant Shipping Bill, also on the necessity of taking steps to 
secure to British shipping the treaty rate of tolls for the use of the 
Suez Canal, and for securing, if possible, its neutralisation. It 
was also determined to request the Government to complete the 
survey of the route from Rangoon to Kiang Hung and to ascertain 
generally the best means of communication with the south-west 
of China. 


The directors of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, have issued the following circular to the shareholders :— 

The directors, {n now furnishing the shareholders with a statement 
of the bank's affairs for the half-year ended 30th June last, beg to re- 
report that the net profits earned during that period amonnted to 
£43,269 Os. 4d., and that a sum of £4,867, previously treated as a loss, 
has become a good asset, These amounts extinguish the deficiency 
which was shown at 8!st December last, and leave at the credit of 
profit and lors account on 30th June a balance of £19,361 1s. 7d. 
Under these circumstances, the directors would have been justified in 
recommending an interim dividend for the past half-year, but for a 
loss which has since been incurred through the failure of Messrs. Gled- 
atanes aud Co., and their correspondents in India, upon whose several 
estates the bank mey have to claim for £28,000. This sum may pos- 
sihly be lessened by certain securities, the right to which has yet to be 
legally established ; but, in any case, the directors see no reason to 
anticipate an eventual loss exceeding the ubove amount at credit of 
profit and loss. This information the directors hope will tend to remove 
the misconception which apparently exists with regard to the position 
of the bank, as evinced by the present undue depreciation in the market 
value of its shares. They arc able to state that the general business 
of the bank is progressing satisfactorily. 


Since the last annual meeting, Mr. Emile Levita, of Messrs. Levita 
and Hudson, of London and Manchester, has consented to join the 
direction. The election of this gentleman, whose services will be a 
valuable acquisition to the beard, will be proposed to the shareholders 
at the earliest date permitted by the bank’s decd of settlement. Mr. 
Frederick William Heilgers has been provisionally elected a director in 
place of Mr. James Fraser, decease'l. To confirm that appointment, 
as well as for the election of Mr. William Patterson as a director, an 
extraordinary general meeting of shareholders will be held on the 9th 
day of October next. 

At the annual meeting of the Anglo-Indian Tea Company 
(Limited) a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum was 
declared, £500 was written off the preliminary expenses account, 
£500 off the goodwill account, and £982 carried forward to the 
next year’s account. It was resolved to issue the remaining 
shares of the company at par to the present shareholders, and at 
20s. per share premium to the public. 

The report of Palmer’s Shipbuilding and Iron Company 
(Limited), shows a net profit for the year ending June last of 
£103,551, out of which the directors recommend the payment of 
a dividend of 6 per cent., making, with the interim dividend, 10 
per cent. for the twelve months on the present capital entered as 
paid up. It isalao proposed to add £10,000 to the reserve fund, in- 
creasing it to £30,000. 

The Anglo-American and French telegraph companies are 
about to declare interim dividends for the quarter ending the 30th 
inst. 

Extraordinary meetings of the Eastern, Falmouth, Gibraltar,

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular savs :— 

There is no improvement in the tone of the market, business still 
being limited, but prices show little if any variation. Importers hold 
very firmly; their views, however, are above those of the buyers, 
which checks business. Large parcels of Green Tea continue to be 
offered for public sale without reserve from day to day. There have 
been no further advices by Jetter this week. The deliveries for the 
week amount to 3,671,000 Ibs., against 3,233, 000 Ibs. last year. 

Black: Red-leaf kinds: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds remain much 
as before, the demand being moderate. Fair to good common have 
been firm from 1s.

Tae P. anp O. Srzamen “Hypaspes.” —This veasel, which has been 
built and engined by Mesars. Denny and Co., of Dumbarton, for the P. 
and O. Company, has been taken to Stokes Bay, under the command 
of Captain J. M. Rogers, for a trial at the measured mile, preparatory 
to being employed in the Eastern mail service. Among the gentle- 
men present were Messrs. P. D. Hadow, H. Bayley, E. Thornton, 
and Captain J. R. Engledue, directors of the company; Messrs. 
E. H. Rea, A. Maclean, and G. W. Smythe, of the General Post-office ; 
Mesars. P. Denny and Brock, of Dumbarton ; Captain T. Black, and 
Mr. A. Lamb, general and engineering superintendents at Southamp- 
ton; Captain T. Jamieson, Messrs. T. S. Begbie, W. Barnes, Witt, 
Firth, &c, With an average pressure of steam of 57 Ib., vacaum 254 
inehes, and the engines making 66 revolutions per minute, she ran 
the measared mile twice with the following results :—IJst (against a 
very strong tide), 5 min. 32 8ec., or 10°843 knota per hour; 2nd, 
4 min. 32 sec., or 18'235 knots, giving a mean speed of 12°039 knots. 
Having as yet taken very little cargo on board, and but a comparative 
light weight of coals and stores, the vessel's draught forward was only 
15 ft. 10 in., and 16 ft. aft, aud the fans of the screw were consequently 
some distance out of the water, thereby materially diminishing her 
rate of speed, and there can be no doubt that when in proper trim the 
Hydaspes will be quite equal to her sister ship, the Cathay, which, 
while her engines made eight revolutions per minute less than the 
Hydaspes, attained a speed of 13-478 knots on the occasion of her trial 
some two or three months since. The following are the leading di- 
mensions of the Hydaspes:—Length between the perpendiculars, 
865 ft.; breadth of beam, 39 ft.

6 in. length of stroke; diameter 
of screw (Griffiths solid four-bladed), 17 ft. 9 in., and 25 ft. pitch. The 
vessel has accommodation for 130 first and 50 second-class passengers 
and 2,000 tons of cargo, and is beautifully fitted in every department 
with all the latest improvements and conveniences. The engines 
worked admirably throughout the trial, and the builders were cone 
gratulated by Mr. Hadow on having added to the company’s fleet 
another noble vessel, which had given the directors every satisfaction. 
The Hydaspes has left Southampton as an extra steamer for Bombay, 
with passengers and cargo, via the Suez Canal. 


LavncH oF A STEAMER FOR THE Siam Trape—An iron screw- 
steamer named the Kromahtah was successfully launched from the 
building yard of Messrs. Lewis and Stockwell, Blackwall-point, Green- 
wich, on the 21lat inst. This vessel has been constracted especially 
for the Siam trade to the order of Essmailjee Soolamanjee, Esq., of 
Bangkok, from the designs and under the superintendence of Mr. W. 
B. Haffenden, who built and took out some three years ago the steamer 
Bangkok for the same service. The Kromahtah is a remarkably fine 
looking vessel, and promises from her yacht like and still-stable ap- 
pearance to be not only fast but an unusually good sea boat; her 
dimensiéns are—216 ft. 6 in. between pependiculars, 226 ft. 10 in. 
over all, 27 ft. 6 in. beam, 15 ft. depth of hold moulded, and measures 
805 tons B.M.; she will carry about 1,000 tons weight and measure 
ment, together with fuel and equipment, on a mean draft of 13 feet, 
and will be propelled by a pair of Mesars. James Watts and Co.’s 
direct acting compound engines of 150-horse power nominal; she is 
fitted with all the latest improvements, and has most superior accom- 
modation for a limited number of firat and second-class passengers. 
The launch was attended by a very select party, including many ladies, 
and a platform was erected at the bow of the vessel from which, not- 
withstanding the inclemency of the weather, the visitors were enabled 
to view the launch in comfort. Mrs. Howard Smith performed the 
ceremony of naming the vessel, which was taken into the East India 
Docks for completion, and is expected to be ready early in November 
to leave for Singapore and Siam, via the Suez Canal, for which places 
she is chartered by Messrs. Smith, Son, and Cole.
